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INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY PURCHASE AGREEMENT 

THE PURCHASE AGREEMENT (this "Agreement") is entered into this 
1ST day of January, 2000, by and between VISIMAX USA, INC., a Florida 
corporation ("Purchaser") Richard Verreault and Alain Jacques, 
individuals and citizens of Canada ("Sellers"). This Agreement 
provides for the acquisition of certain patent rights in exchange for 
shares of common stock of Purchaser. 

The parties hereto desire that Purchaser acquire the patent 
rights from the Sellers to Canadian Patent Application having Serial 
No. 2,248,503 and related PCT patent application having Serial No. 
PCT/CA99/00849 entitled "CLEANING TOWEL DISPENSER CONTAINER," an 
invention directed to the packing of eyeglass cleaning tissues under 
the trademark LU-NET (hereinafter the "Lu-Net Product"), in exchange 
for 1/3 of Visimax USA, stock ("Acquisition Shares") as provided 
under the terms and conditions herein set forth. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the foregoing recitals, and 
of the representations, warranties and agreements of the parties 
contained herein, the parties hereto do hereby agree as follows: 

1. Asset Purchase . Sellers hereby sell, transfer and assign to 
Purchaser, and purchaser does hereby acquire from the Sellers, on the 
terms and conditions set forth herein, all of Sellers 's patents 
applications (Canadian Patent Application 2,248,503 filed 09/21/98 
and related PCT patent application Serial No. PCT/c'a99/0084 9 filed 
10/7/99) as provided by the attached assignments including, but not 
limited to, designs, engineering data, inventions, processes, know- 
how, trade secrets and other items of intellectual property related 
thereto. 

2. Assignment. Assignments, in form and substance satisfactory 
to Purchaser, transferring title to the Intellectual Property Assets 
to Purchaser, shall be signed concurrently with this asset purchase 
and are attached to this Purchase Agreement. 

3. Purch ase Price . Incident to the execution of this Agreement, 
Purchaser shall provide to Sellers, thirty-three and one third (33- 
1/3) shares of newly issued common stock of Purchaser. 

ij Certificates for the Acquisition Shares . Purchaser shall 

deliver to Sellers duly executed certificates representing the 
Acquisition Shares, which shares shall be duly and validly issued. 

5. Representations and Warranties . 

a. Sellers have no material liabilities or material obligations 
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of any nature, whether accrued, absolute, contingent, unliquidated or 
otherwise, that affect title to the patent applications. There are no 
pending or, to the knowledge of the. Sellers, threatened claims 
against Sellers alleging that the invention disclosed in the patent 
applications infringes or conflicts with the rights of others. To 
the best of Sellers knowledge, the product currently being sold under 
the teachings of the patent applications do not infringe or conflict 
with the rights of others. 

b. No representation or warranty by Sellers contained in this 
Agreement nor any other written statement or certificate furnished or 
to be furnished by the Sellers pursuant hereto or in connection with 
the transactions contemplated hereby, when read together, contains or 
omits to state a material fact necessary to make the statements 
contained therein or herein or will contain any untrue statement of 
a material fact or omits or will not misleading in light of the 
circumstances under which they were made. 

c. Sellers have not employed or engaged any broker, finder or 
similar intermediary in connection with the transactions contemplated 
herein, and no such person is entitled, as a result of Sellers 
actions, to any fee or commission payable by Sellers based upon the 
consummation of the transactions contemplated hereby. 

6. Indemnification . 

a. Sellers shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless Purchaser 
against any and all claims, demands, losses, liabilities, judgments, 
costs, expenses and obligations, including, without limitation, 
interest, penalties and reasonable attorneys' fees suffered or 
incurred by Purchaser which arise as a result from or relate to any 
breach of, or failure by Sellers to fulfill or perform any of the 
representations, warranties, covenants or agreements furnished under 
this Agreement. 

b. Purchaser shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless Sellers 
against any and all claims, demands, losses, liabilities, judgments, 
costs, expenses and obligations, including, without limitation, 
interest, penalties and reasonable attorneys' fees suffered or 
incurred by Sellers which arise as a result from or relate to any 
breach of, or failure by Purchaser to fulfill or perform any of its 
representations, warranties, covenants or agreements furnished under 
this Agreement. 

7. Miscellaneous . 

7.1 Modification. This Agreement may not be amended, waived or 
modified except in writing executed by the parties hereto. 

7.2 Severability. Any provision of this Agreement which is 
deemed to be invalid, illegal or unenforceable in any jurisdiction 
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*shall, as to that jurisdiction, be ineffective to the extent of such 
invalidity, illegality or unenforceability, without affecting in any 
way the remaining provisions hereof in such jurisdiction or rendering 
that or any other provision of this Agreement invalid, illegal or 
unenforceable in any other jurisdiction. 

7.3 Applicable Law. This Agreement and the rights and 
obligations of the parties hereto shall be governed by the laws of 
the State of Florida. 

7.4 Further Assurances. Each of the parties hereto shall 
subsequent to this, date, and without charge to the other, take such 
additional actions and execute, deliver and file such additional 
instruments as may be reasonably required to give effect to the 
transactions contemplated hereby. 

7.5 Waivers. No waiver of any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed, or shall constitute a waiver of any other 
provision, whether or not similar, nor shall any waiver constitute a 
continuing waiver. No waiver shall be binding unless executed in 
writing by the party making the waiver.
